THE AIRCRAFT INVESTIGATION 
The house aircraft investigation has 


been 
suddenly 
terminated. 
It 
was 


stopped without any explanation that sat- 
isfies. 
In the midst of the hearing, with 


•witnesses scheduled for the present week, 
announcement was made that the investi- 
gations will cease, and that no more evi- 
dence will be taken. 
It was a strange 


proceeding and the explanation that there 
is a lack of funds and that all oi the testi- 
mony that was pertinent has been taken, 
will hardly do. 
The inference in Wash- 


ington, and we think it is justified, is that 
the administration has decided that the 
inquiry has reached a point where it is 
prejudicial to its political interests and to 
the morale of the navy. 


Xone of these reasons, in our judgment, 


suffices. 
The country is entitled to the 


facts about the situation in the aircraft 
bureau, as well as expert opinion as to the 
relative value of aircraft and warships. A 
great controversy has arisen and all of 
the light that can be shed on the subject 
is desirable. 
It is conceivable that for | 


the time it might disrupt discipline to ! 
some extent, and cause some reactions 
that would be embarrassing, but results 
in the long run are what count, and they 
should be good. The truth and the facts 
cannot hurt anyone. It looks as though 
the government had retreated in this in- 
vestigation in the face of the enemy. The 
inference will be, whether it is true or not, 
that some things are being covered up and 
that the navy department is unwilling to 
have the full light of day shed on the sta- 
tus of aircraft. 


So far as the dispute between the air- 


craft bureau and the navy men is con- 
cerned, we think the weight of evidence is 
v. ith the latter. The special board creat- 
ed to report to the president on the status 
of aviation and the methods of the navy 


, completely upholds the theory that the 


first line of national defense is the battle- 
ship and that it is likely to be so indefi- 
nitely. The special board sums up the sit- 
uation in these words: 
"Aircraft can- 


not operate from, territory that is not con- 
trolled by the military or navy forces of 
their own country. Aircraft cannot occupy 
territory nor can they exercise control 
of the sea." This reaffirms the conclu- 
sion of the joint army and navy board ap- 
pointed during the Harding admhdstra- 
non. which held that the battleship is 
"the backbone of the fleet." It is inter- 
esting to note that this is in line with the 
policy and judgment of the British ad- 
miralty. 


The aircraft advocates are likely to see 


•things only from their own point of view.

handlers of market poultry who have 
suffered heavy losses because of the 
unsalability of tainted fowl, one large 
firm reporting 
a loss of $10,000

Because of the appearance of Eur- 


opean fowl pest in certain parta of 
the country, farmers throughout the 
east and middlewest through fear of 
this disease have 
been doing much 


more 
disinfecting 
than usual. 'In 


many 
instances 
chemicals 
with 


strong and offensive odors have been 
used, many of them not in the list 
approved by the department, and in 
some cases the results have been ag- 
gravated by failure to dilute product. 
Birds kept in houses to treat, or ship- 
per in crates reeking with odor, ab- 
sorb them Into their bodies, where 
they remain 
after the 
birds have 


been killed and dressed. It is thought 


that another source of the contamin- 
ation in dressed birds may hnvp l>pon 
feed on which

been sprayed. 
When such 
ppijiHrat- 


ing odors are present in the disinfect- 
ant used the birds should not he mar- 
keted within less than two weeks of 
the time it was used and then not in 
crates recently so treated.
